NOTE.—-The figures in this report are provisional. The number of births is ex- 
clusive of the number of late registrations—births registered on the authority 
of the Registrar General. Deaths have been assigned so far as possible 
to the area of residence, and those of non-residents of Eire have been 
excluded. 





MARCH QUARTER, 1949. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,814, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5-1 per if ,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-2 above that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1948. 

Of the total marriages, 3,662 (or 5-2 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (152) is equivalent to 3-1 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 16,329, of which 8,412 
were of males and 7,917 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 21-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 0.3 
above that for the first quarter of 1948. 

The total includes 500 illegitimate births, equivaledt to 3-1 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 11,018; of this number 5,785 
were of males, and 5,233 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 14-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-5 
above the rate for the first quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0-2 per 1,000, which is 0-1 
below that for the first quarter of 1948. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of 1948, the deaths from these 
diseases show decreases in the case of typhoid fever of 4, whooping cough of 17, diphtheria 
of 11, measles of 8 and diarrhcea and enteritis (under 2 years) of 32. 

The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 72, including 25 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 88, which is 14 more than that 
for the first quarter of 1948. 


Tuberculosis.— Deaths from this disease numbered 784, including 631 from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and 153 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the first quarter of 
1948 were 856, 692 and 164 respectively. The rate for all forms of this distase for the first 
quarter of 1949 was 1-0 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-8 and all other 
forms 0-2, the corresponding rates for the first quarter of the preceding year being 1-1, 0-9 and 
0-2. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 1,038, being equivalent toarate of 1-4 per 1,000 of 
the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1948 the number was 1,011 and the rate 1:3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1-5 per 1,000 
births registered, as compared with 1-4 for the first quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.x—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 55, compared with a rate of 63 for the March quarter of 1948. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1949 the population was 
2,989,000 (1,512,000 males and 1,477,000 females). This estimate, based on the population | 
according tothe Census of Population, 1946, the number of births and deaths registered, and > 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional. .

JUNE QUARTER, 1949. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,594, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4.8 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0.6 below that for the corres- 
ponding quarter ‘of 1948. 

Of the total marriages, 3,370 (or 4.8 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (224) is equivalent to 4.5 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 16,605, of which 8,443 
were of males and 8,162 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 22.2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 1.8 
less than that for the second quarter of 1948. 

The total includes 561 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3.4 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 9,918; of this number 5,183 
were of males, and 4,735 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 13.3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.7 
above the rate for the second quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0.2 per 1,000 which is equal to 
that for the second quarter of 1948. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of 1948, the deaths from these diseases 
show decreases in the case of scarlet fever of 2, whooping cough of 6, diphtheria of 3, measles 
of one and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) of 6. 

The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 79, including 19 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 116, which is 63 more than that 
for the second quarter of 1948. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 749, including 597 from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and 152 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figure for the second quarter of 
1948 were 852, 702 and 150 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the second 
quarter of 1949 was 1.0 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0.8 and all other 
forms 0.2, the corresponding rates for the second quarter of the preceding year being 1.1, 
0.9 and 0.2. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 933, being equivalent to a rate of 1.2 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1948 the number was 932 and the rate 1.2. 


Puerperal Causes. Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1.6 per 1,000 
births registered, as compared with 1.4 for the second quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 50, compared with a rate of 46 for the June quarter of 1948. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1949 the population was 
2,991,000 (1,513,000 males and 1,478,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Census of Population, 1946, the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional.

SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1949. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 5,280, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 7.1 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0.5 above that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1948. 

Of the total marriages, 4,966 (or 7.1 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (314) is equivalent to 6.4 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 16,490, of which 8,425 
were of males and 8,065 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 22.1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 0.2 
more than that for the third quarter of 1948. 

The total includes 469 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.8 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,107; of this number 4,278 
were of males, and 3,829 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 10.8 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 9.3 
above the rate for the third quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus, and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0.3 per 1,000 which is 0.1 more 
than that for the third quarter of 1948. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of 1948, deaths from these diseases 
show increases in the case of typhoid fever of 4, scarlet fever of 7, measles of 2, and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years) of 91. 

The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 160, including 57 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 16, which is 8 less than that 
for the third quarter of 1948. 


Tuberculosis.— Deaths from this disease numbered 602, including 463 from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and 139 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the third quarter of 
1948 were 679, 512 and 167 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the third 
quarter of 1949 was 0.8 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0.6 and all other 
forms 0.2, the corresponding rates for the third quarter of tLe preceding year being 0.9, 
0.7 and 0.2. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 996, being equivalent to a rate of 1.3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1948 the number was 982 and the rate 1.3. 


Puerperal Causes. Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1.8 per 1,000 
births registered, as compared with 1.5 for the third quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 44, compared with a rate of 38 for the September quarter of 1948. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1949 the population was 
2,991,000 (1,513,000 males and 1,478,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Census of Population, 1946, the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional.

MARRIAGES. 


“Fhe marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,611, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4.8 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0.1 below that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1948. 

Of the total marriages, 3,477 (or 5.0 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
‘Church. The remainder (134) is equivalent to 2.7 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 14,530, of which 7,511 
were of males and 7,019 of females. 
_. The number represents a rate of 19.4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 0.6 
below that for the fourth quarter of 1948. 
The total includes 428 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3.0 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 9,055; of this number 4,664 — 


were of males and 4,391 of females. 
The equivalent annual rate was 12.1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 9.7 
above the rate for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 


scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus, and diarrhoea | 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0.3 per 1,000 which is 0.1 above — 


that for the fourth quarter of 1948. 


When compared with the corresponding quarter of 1948, deaths from these diseases | 


show increases in the case of scarlet fever of one and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) of 90. 


There were decreases in the case of typhoid fever of 3, whooping cough of 18, diphtheria of 3 and __ 


measles of one. 


The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 172, including 31 for 
the City of Dublin. ; 


Influenza,—The number of deaths from influenza was 44, which is 16 more than that | 


for the fourth quarter of 1948. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 516, including 420 from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and 96 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the fourth quarter of 
1948 were 630, 492 and 138 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the fourth 
quarter of 1949 was 0.7 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0.6 and all other 
forms 0.1, the corresponding rates for the fourth quarter of tle preceding year being 0.8, 
0.6 and 0.2. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 956, being equivalent to a rate of 1.3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1948 the number was 960 and the rate 1.3. 


Puerperal Causes. Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1.8 per 1,000 
births registered, as compared with 1.0 for the fourth quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 58, compared with a rate of 48 for the December quarter of 1948. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1949 the population was 
2,991,000 (1,513,000 males and 1,478,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Census of Population, 1946, the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional.

MARRIAGES, 


The marriages registered during the year numbered 16,299, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5.4 per 1,000 of the estimated population; this rate is the same as that for the year 1948. 
Of the total marriages, 15,474 (or 5.5 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (825) is equivalent to 4.2 per 1,000 of the population other than 


~ Catholic. 


BIRTHS, 


The number of births registered during the year amounted to 63,954, of which 32,791 
were of males and 31,163 of females. 


This number represents a rate of 21.4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.5 
below the rate for the year 1948. 


The total includes 1,958 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3.1 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the year was 38,098 ; of this number 19,910 were 
of males, and 18,188 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 12.7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.5 above 
the rate for the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus smallpox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0.2 per 1,000, which was 
the same as the rate for the year 1948. 


When compared with the corresponding figures for the preceding year deaths from these 
diseases show decreases in the case of typhoid fever of 2, dysentery of 4, whooping cough of 
65, diphtheria of 21, measles of 8, and increases of 7 in the case of scarlet fever and of diarrhoea 
and enteritis under 2 years of 143. 


The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) numbered 483, including 
132 for the City of Dublin. 


Influenza,—The number of deaths from influenza was 264, which was 85 more than that 
for the year 1948. 


Tuberculosis, —Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 2,651, comprising 2,111 
from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 540 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the 
year 1948 were—all forms 3,017, pulmonary 2,398, and other forms 619 respectively. The rate 
for deaths from all forms of this disease for 1949 was 0.9 per 1,000, the rate for pulmonary 
tuberculosis being 0.7 and all other forms 0.2; the respective rates for 1948 were 1.0, 0.8 and 
0.2. 


Cancer.—-Deaths from cancer numbered 3,923, being equivalent to a rate of 1.3 per 1,000 
of the population; in the year 1948 the number was 3,885, and the rate also 1.3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes are represented by a rate of 1.6 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0.1 for puerperal infection, and 1.5 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 1.4, 0.2 and 1.2 for 1948. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births regis- 
stered) was 51, that for the year 1948 being 49. 
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causes, per 1,000 of the population, the mortality per 1,000 births repre- 
sented by deaths of infants and particulars of the deaths from puerperal 
causes during the year 1949.
